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Advisory Action 

The amendment filed on June 6, 2003 under 37 CFR 1 . 1 16 in reply to the final rejection 
has been entered and considered but is not deemed to place the application in condition for 
allowance because in contrast to Applicant's arguments: (i) Heyes et al disclose all elements of 
the claim 28 including the limitation that the temperature at the outer surface of the plastic lies 
bejow the (crystallite) melt point (Tk) of the plastic (See column 3, lines 25, 46-47); and (ii) 
heating of the aluminum foil is not excluded from the language of claim 28. Also, claims 28-54 
stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as containing subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant 
art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed 
invention; and the specification also stands objected to under 35 U.S.C. 132 because it introduces 
new matter into the disclosure.
